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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of 
drawings, filed on 19 June 2003 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The correction to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the liquid crystal display device of claim 17, in 
particular the limitation "contact holes for connecting said gate line with said light 
shielding film that are formed on opposing sides of said channel region and said LDD 
region, wherein a part of said gate line is filled up in said contact holes, and long sides 
of said contact holes have a length equal to or greater than a total.length of a long side 
of said channel region and said LDD region". Claim 17 is therefore allowed, as are its 
dependent claims. Claim 34 has the same limitation, so it is allowed similarly. Similarly, 
the prior art does not disclose the analogous limitation of claims 18 and 35, referring to 
the LDD region instead of the channel region and LDD region, so claims 18, its 
dependent claims, and claim 35 are allowed.
